RUSSIANS PUSH 


' TOWARDS BAGDAD. 


. Advices from Petrograd describe re- 
markable progress in Persia of the 
Russian troops, who are moving swift- 
ly over difficult roads and in the face 
of considerable opposition towards the 
Mesopotamian front, where shortly 
they expect to be in touch with the 
British forces at Kut-el-Amara and the 
relieving column under Generals Lake 
and Aylmer. 

the Russians are now said to be 
within fifty miles of the last difficult 
pass which will place them in the rear 
of the Turkish Bagdad army, and their 
object is to cut the railway to the north, 
thereby preventing the Turkish army 
from receiving supplies, and co-operate 
with the British against Bagdad. 

In their advance against the Turks 
along the Black sea littoral toward 
Trebizond, the Russians have captured 
additional Turkish officers and men 
and two machine guns. A British col- 
umn has attacked an advanced posi- 
tion of the Turks in Mesopotamia, bay- 
onetted a considerable number of the 
Turks and captured others. 

In the Austro-Italian zone the Ital-

Stole to Provide

Three men stepped off the outbound 
trolley at the gateway to the federal 
prison grounds yesterday afternoon, 
and, with suitcases in hand, walked 
up the gravel pathway toward the en- 
trance to the great stone building. 
They were neatly dressed, and al- 
though the guards beyond the barred 
gateways knew that one of them was 
a new prisoner—only new prisoners 
bring suitcases to the place—no one 
would hazard a guess which he was. 

Within the rotunda Deputy Warden 
Arnold came to meet them. The big 
man, Thomas D. Campbell, a United 
States deputy marshal, introduced 
himself; then presented Mr, Henry, who 

come as an assistant guard—and 
then presented John A. Dikes, whose 
name appeared on the official docu- 
ment that had gained their admis- 
Psion. 

Mr. Dikes so far forgot himself as to 
extend his hand timidly; then recofiect- 
ed that he was prisoner, and with- 
drew his hand befare the deputy warden 
could grasp it. t wardens are not 
the sort today they were several years 
ago. The deputy stuck out his right 
hand, gave the new prisoner a héarty 
grasp, and smiled to relieve the em- 
barrassment. Fifteen minutes later the 
doors closed upon Mr. Dikes, and he 
merged from an identity to a number. 


Serving Five Years. 

He is serving five years for embez- 
sling $4,500 from the Clearfield County 
bank, Clearfield, Pa., where he had 
served for years as head teller. Ever 
since boyhood he had been an attache 
to the bank. He is 85 years old. His

It was said in 
Clearfietd that he had embezzled to 
help provide for his aged father and 
mother, the former of whom is a dea- 
con in the Methodist church, and both 
of whom are decidedly well along in 
years. 

| Reputation Was Good. 

The deputies who brought him to 
prison say that his reputation in Clear- 
field was of the dest, and that the only 
accounting that dan be made for his 
crime was to better provide for his 
father and mother, who were largely 
dependent upon him. He never drank, 
never dissipated. He was a church- 
goer and one of the most competent 
bank attaches in his home town. 

“We carried him to Clearfield from 
Pittsburg, where he was tried,” said the 
deputy who brought him, “so he could 
see his father and mother. It might 
be the last time. He said that he could 
beat the trip south all right, if we 
would only let him see the old folks 
once more. 

“We carried him to his home and.

Mr. Smith will erect a three-story 
concrete and white pressed brick con- 
structed building at the northwest cor- 
ner of Walton and Bartow streets, and 
it will be devoted to commercial pur- 
poses, a large part of the space having 
already been leased. The lot is 100 


feet square. 
‘The building will cost $40,000 and 


soon as plans can be completed and 
bids accepted. 

The property itself is valued at $1,000

Shipment of Raw Cotton From 
the United States Have De- 
creased Nearly One-Half.

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)— 
The disastrous effect upon cotton ex- 
ports of England’s action in placing 
raw cotton on the contraband list is 
shown in the figures, made public to- 
day by the department of commerce. 

Since Great Britain's order in coun- 
cil of March, 1915, exports of raw cot- 
ton have fallen off nearly one-half. 
From August 1 to February 11 last ex- 
ports amount to 3,663,732 bales, as com- 
pared to 6,045,497 for .the same period 
the year preceding. For th® week end- 
‘ing February 1 last exports amounted 
to 87,318, of which 16,099 moved from 
Georgia ports. For we same period 
last year 292,630 bales. .

THE GASOLINE MONOPOLY 


Because the gasoline monopoly can sell 
its product to the warring European coun- 
tries at exorbitant prices it continues to 
practice the same sort of tactics toward the 
American consumer, whose necessities, if 
not of the belligerent character, are equally 
great. 

Continued: advances have carried retail 
gasoline up around 30 cents a gallon, with 
the prediction that it will reach 50 cents 
before the war ig over; and yet there is no 
indication that there has been any increase 
whatever in the cost of production. 

Producers of gasoline have admitted with 


the unusual conditions which have brought 
about extraordinary demand; and the con- 
sumers of this country are forced to pay 
dividends sometimes as high as 100 per cent 
on their stocks. , 

Investigations: instituted some months 
ago by the federal trade commission have 
produced no results; the more the commis- 
sion investigated, the higher went the price. 
Now congress proposes to take the matter 
up, and there is pending the Dowell resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation into the 
gasoline situation. 

But continued investigations will accom- 
plish nothing. They have so far proven like 
water on the duck’s back. A recent senate 
inquiry elicited from one government official 
a report which stated, in effect, that the de- 
mand had increased and, therefore, the price 
had gone up. 1 

If the consumer is to have any relief at 
all from this sort of ‘extortion, it is time to 
have done with investigations and get down 
to some sort of effective action. 

Judging from the investigations already 
made, another one by congress is liable to 
shoot the price up several cents a gallon, 
while new and bigger dividends are declared. 

If there ever was 3 situation in which an 
export tax was justified it is this one. Con- 
gress has before it now a bill to put an ex- 
port tax of 50 cents a gallon on gasoline. If 
it would push that legislation there might 
be some hope of relief. 

But continued investigations are not go- 
ing to bring out anything beyond what is 
already known that the oil barons are tak- 
ing every possible advantage of public 
necessity to extort the last penny from the 
consumer. 

If there is no present law to reach this 
sort of extortion, then congress ought to 
make one and be quick about it. 


“AT ANY COST!” 


There is news from Verdun that slips 
past the censors, crossing rivers red with 
the blood of men, making no account of 
steel-hedged hills and battlements—news 
borne by unseen messengers to homes of 
dread and hearts of sorrow. It is news that 
follows the command: “At any cost!” 2 

Before the cables tell it, it has reached 
those homes, for it is one with the nameless 
Fear that darkens day and makes night 
terrible with phantoms. 

They say that distance hardly drowns the 
thunder of the great guns— the winds waft 
it, far and away from the hills and plains 
of battle, until it shakes the gates of Home 
and tells at lonely firesides the one war- 
story of grief and tears: “At any cost!” 

That is the story of Verdun, day by day; 
it was the kaiser’s command to his troops; 
it is the feeling of the French defenders of 
Verdun, and it has been no less the senti- 
ment of the great world-conflict from the 
staging of the first battle, but its awful 
meaning was not realized then as now, with 
the life or death of kingdoms in the waver- 
ing balance—with the issue nearing its final 
stage. 

The war-kings who call Heaven and 
Earth to witness the idle words they utter 
when they say: We did not will this war,” 
know that their command of “At any cost!” 
means the mowing down of men in thou- 
sands, and the desolation of the homes and 
mothers of men; the war-kings know—but 
dot as the mothers, and the wives, and 
children of the slain know; the war-kings 
care, and feel, too; but not as the mothers |; 
of the men, and the wives and little ones— 
the home-hearts that are slain when the 
men are slain, that fail and fall with them. 

To these the bitter news from Verdun is 
borne by every flash of fire—on the wings, 
of all the winds—in the blurred sunlight, 
and in the awful dark:

A Daniel Come to Judgment. 


(From The Philadelphia Public Ledger.)

If it is wise to change the declared policy 


in favor of a new lease, and offer the road 


for sale, the legislature and not the governor 
has the power to do so; and candidates for 
‘the legislature are those who should be in- 
terrogated, along with the candidates for 
governor. 

The constitution of Georgia says: 


“The proceeds of the sale of the 
and Atlantic .. . whenever the gen 
assembly may authorize the sale of the whole 
or any part thereof, shall be applied to the 
payment ‘of the bonded debt of the state, and 
not used for any other purpose so long as 
the state has any existing bonded debts. 


If after payment of the bonded debt of 
the state any of the proceeds of the sale 
should remain, it could only be used in the 
way the legislature should determine. 

It has been suggested that if the rail- 
roads do not give the state “a square deal” 
in the matter of a new lease, that Georgia 
should extend the road to the sea, and 
operate the road independently. This sounds 
great, but those making the suggestion 
should point out how the state may finance 
the building and operation of a railroad. 
This requires cash and credit.. The state has 
no engines, or rolling stock, and it has no 
cash with which to buy them or pay operat- 
ing expenses. The constitution prohibits any 
increase of the public debt. So the sugges- 
tion to eperate and extend the road is easier 
made than carried into effect. It can only 
be done by devising some scheme to circum- 
vent the constitution by issue of warrants 
of some kind, upon which the necessary 
money could be secured. 

In this connection, as well as for the 
reason that the state is now making an 
expert investigation into the earnings of the 
road under the present lease, it may be well 
to call attention to the statement which 
has been made that there are now on file in 
the office of the commission reports from 
the present lessees which show that about 
60 per cent of the total business of the 
W. & A. road is given it by a railroad sys- 
tem which could divert that much business 
to other competitive lines already existant 
and in operation. 

If state operation of the road were un- 
dertaken at the end of the present lease 
these facts might be a source of embarrass- 
ment and seriously impair the earnings of 
the road.

Substitute for Potash. 


Editor Constitution: It is unconventional 
for a fertilizer man and a chemist 
to tell farmers that they can do without 
potash. The writer will, however, say that 
such is probably the case. Mr. Brogdon has 
shown, by his experiments with cotton, that 
by use of lime the application of potash 
was rendered unnecessary. This had been 
shown many times before, but, like many 
things, good and true, needs to be demonstrat- 
ed over and over again. 

Now, I wish to call your attention to dem- 
onstrations by Professors H. J. Wheeler and J. 
A. Tillinghast, of the Rhode Island Experi- 
ment Station, in 1898. They proved that so- 
dium can be used to replace potassium to 
the extent of one-half or more. They used 
two common forms of sodium, the carbonate 


and chlorid (common salt) with equally good 


effects. 

Several years ago when I was in the fer- 
tilizer business, making a specialty of tobacco 
fertilizer, I was trying to Induce the farm- 
ers to use more potash. A good farmer told 
me that he had found that salt was a great 
thing to make tobacco grow. Tobacco, as 
you know, is a heavy potash feeder. Potash 
was then cheap to me, as I got it in tobacco 
refuse, which was cheap. In fact, when ‘the 
nitrogen it carried was counted at the com- 
mon price, the potash was about $2 per hun- 
dred for the K-2-O. 80 lI did not use the salt, 
as I knew even if it made the tobacco grow 
it would injure the sale of it by injuring its 
burning qualities. 

Theoretically, from a chemist’s standpoint, 
both lime and salt ought to enable plants 
to get potash from the soil. The sodium in 
the salt, or the calcium in the lime, loosen the 
hold of the silicon on the potash and thus 
enable the plants to grab it and make use 
of it.

I beg to 
call your attention to the fact that: over 
twelve years ago the Atlantic States Ware- 
house company was the first up-to-date and 
modern warehouse built in the south. The 
receipts of this company are recognized in all 
financial centers as ideal collateral for the 
making of loans, and such financial centers 


as New York, Chicago, Baltimore, and Rich- 


mond have for many years eccepted them as 
A-1 secyrity on low rates of interest. 

This warehouse has capacity for the stor- 
ing of 100,000 bales of cotton, and the com- 
pany at this writing is engaged in erecting 
more warehouses which will allow them the 
total of 125,000 bales, with minimum insur- 
ance rates. 

In addition thereto the Augusta Warehouse 
and Compress company has just made a con- 
tract for over $100,000 to build a compress 
and warehouse, whose storage facilities will 
be over 60,000 bales, and it has reserved space 
enough to erect additional warehouses when 
the demand arises, which would make its 
capacity 76,000 bales.

They were 
obliged to cross open ground and a 
well-directed fire from the French did 
fearly execution among them. Their 
ranks quickly filled up, however, and, 
although they were stopped again, they 
ended by getting a footing in advanced 
French trenches at two points. 

Dead Man’s hill, which is now being 
contended for, is a fine artillery posi- 
tion and nothing more, the military 
critics say, for it is not joined to any- 
It is a plateau whose base is 
limited on its four faces by four ra- 
vines, and it rises only at the east, 
dominating there the present German 
positions. The crown prince's plan is 
evidently to make a breach in the 
French line between Bethincourt and 
Dead Man's hill to enable his troops 
to advance in a southeasterly direction 
toward Chattancourt, and envelop the 
French left there, while German forces 
from eville and Cumileres try to 
turn the French positions between Cu- 
mieres and Dead Man's hill.

“The force under Major General Pey- 
ton yesterday reoccupied Sollum, the 
Egyptian frontier port on the Mediter- 
ranean near the Tripoli frontier, which 
was evacuated by the British last De- 
cember. The enemy on the 18th blew 
PP their ammunition stores and on the 
14th only offered slight resistance. 

“The retreating enemy was success- 
fully pursued by armed motor cars and 
cavalry and camel corps, with the re- 
sult that 28 prisoners, including three 
officers, were taken. Their camp is 
now in our hands. 

“A quantity of gun ammunition and 
over a quarter of a million rounds of 
rifle ammunition and nearly one hun- 
dred rifles were destroyed.” 


GERMANS LOSING 
IN EAST AFRICA. 


London, March 15.—Further progress 
for the British expeditionary force in 
the campaign against German East Af- 
rica was officially announced this even- 


ing. 

The statement said that General 
Smuts, in command of the force, had re- 
ported the occupation of Mushi, and 
that the British were pushing on to 
occupy Arusha, which was believed to 
have been evacuated. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“General Smuts reports: Our troops 
occupied Moshi the 13th of March and 
are pushing on to occupy Arusha, which 
is believed to have been evacuated by 
the Germans. 

“The enemy appears to be retiring 
rapidly southward. His movements are 
greatly assisted by the Tanga rail- 
way. Numerous rivers in the area of 
operations have somewhat hindered our 
pursuit. 

“Further evidence as to the severe 
defeat inflicted on the enemy at Kitovo 
is still being received. A search of 
the slopes of the hills, which are cov- 
ered with brush, has brought to light 
a great number of dead. Three ma- 
chine guns and one gun which the en- 
emy abandoned in his retreat were 
found.” 

Arthur E. Steel-Maitland, colonial un- 
der-secretary, at a meeting of the Over- 
seas Forces 4 this evening, charac- 


terized Gener Smuts’ advance as an- 
other strikin success. He said the 
Germans, demoralized, were retreating 
southward. 


ARTILLERY BUSY 


ON RUSS FRONT. 

Petrograd, March 15.—(Via London.) 
An official communication today reads: 

“Western (Russian) front: A Ger- 
man aeroplane flew over the vicinity of 
Friedrichstadt, but disappeared after 
our guns opened fire on it. An in- 
tense gunfire was exchanged near Ja- 
cobstadt. 

“Our artillery dispersed a strong 
enemy convoy in the neighborhood of 
the Illukst and Poniewiech railroad in 
the Dvinsk region. Between Lakes 
Medmuss and Demmen we successfully 
shelled marching enemy columns. 

“Southward of the Pripet river and 
in Galicia, in the Stripa river region, 
we had several successful encounters 
with enemy patrols. 

“Caucasian front: While continuing 
our pursuit or the Turks we have cap- 
tured 21 additional officers and 336 
Askaris, as well as two mountain guns.”

London, March 15.—The British of- 
ficial statement on the aign in 
France and Belgium, issued tonight, 
follows: 

“Last night our troops carried out 
a small raid southward of Verlorenhoek 
with satisfying results.

PROPOSED BY EDISON

The Inventor Says Laboratory | 


Would Expedite Building of 
Submarines and Airships. 


Washington, March 15.—Thomas A. 
Edison told the house naval committee 
today that with a fully equipped fed- 
eral research laboratery and stand- 
ardization of machine parts a subma- 
rine could be built in fifteen days. He 
said the United States should appro- 
priate liberally for such a laboratory, 
as recommended by the naval advisory 
board of civilian experts. 

Such a laboratory, preferably under 
the administration of the navy depart- 
ment, Mr. Edison said, would @ ox 
periments to standardize parts for sub- 
marines or aeroplanes. The govern- 
ment would distribute these standard- 
ized parts to manufacturers. The in- 
ventor said that in distribution he 
would favor the small factory in the 
small town because in larger factories 
he thought there was too much waste 
of time in red tape. 

A federal laboratory he said, could 
be put in full working operation for 
$1,500,000. 

Secretary Daniels, a number of rear 
admirals, other officers and some in- 
ventors formed an interested group 
that heard Mr. Edison. 

(Mr. Edison said that with standard- 
ization of parts it might be possible 
to produce a submarine within a week. 

“What appropriation would you ask 
for the first year after the laboratory 
is ready?” asked Representative Oliver. 

“That depends on what you want to 
do. I spend about $300,000 a year for 
my laboratory and I’m not mach of a 
fellow compared with Uncle Sam.” 

Mr. Edison was asked if he could 
get enough technical and scientific 
men to put on standardized machine 
work. 

“Oh, yes,” he replied. “We can get 
muckers enough.” 

Mr. Edison’s secretary explained that 
by “muckers” Mr. Edison meant scien- 
tists and inventors. 

en Mr. Edison concluded the 
committee formally expressed its 
thanks, rose and remained standing 
as he left. 

Howard E. Coffin, of Detroit, a mem- 
der of the naval advisory board, who 
followed Mr. Edison, said that mobili- 
zation of industries to help in time 
of war was of greater importance than 
building ships or recruiting men. 


SUBMARINE DESTROYED 
BY BRITISH WARSHIPS 


Mobile, Ala., March 15.—Captain R. 
H. Burgess, of the American schooner 
Gypsum Empress, reaching port today 
from Shilloth, England, reports wit- 
nessing the destruction of a German 
submarine by British warships off the 
coast of Scotland, while his vessel was 
lying at anchor near the mouth of the 
Clyde river. The submarine was in 
pursuit of a passenger liner, the name 
of which Captain Burgess did not learn 
‘yg the py ya war vessels came to 

rescue and succeeded in d 
wr vt on boat. e 

ptain Burgess states that a - 
ber of the crew of the Gypsum iapreas 
saw the liner under full speed follow- 
ing a sigzag course and through glass- 
es he was able to see the periscope of 
the submarine in pursuit. When the 
submarine had almost overhauled the 
liner, states Captain Burgess, two 
British destroyers came out from port 
and after a battle lasting several min- 
utes, succeeded in sinking the sub- 
marine. 

According to Captain Burgess, his 
vessel narrowly missed striking a num- 
ber of floating mines, placed there by 
German spies, he said. He reported 
encountering the mines to a British

Washington, March 15.—Internal rev- 


enue receipts of the government have 


owh such a marked increase dur- 
ing the last few months over those of 


the same months last year that treas- 


ury department officials now are hope- 
ful that the present fiscal year, which 
ends June 30, will find the treasury 
with a surplus. At the close of the 
fiscal year 1915 there was a deficit of 
about $35,000,000. 

Ordinary internal revenue receipts 
up to date this year amount to about 
$266,000,000 compared with about $228,- 
000,000 for the same period in 1915. With 
about three and one-half months left 
before the fiscal year ends, officials 
expect to see the lead over last year 
in ordina receipts increased by pos- 
sibly $15,000,000 more. Customs re- 
ceipts are running slightly behind those 
of 1915, the difference yore this year 
to date being about $6,000,000. a 

No accurate forecast of what may 
be expected from the personal and cor- 
poration income tax has been made 
as yet, by officials of the internal rev- 
enue bureau. Unofficial reports from 
gome of the collection districts, however, 
indieate a larger number of returns 
and a good prospect for an ght 
increase in the amount of tax to be 
aid. 

The total receipts of the internal rev- 
enue bureau last year from all sources 
including income tax was about $415,- 
000,000 and this year officials expect 
the total to be somewhere near $480,- 
000,000. If this proves to be the case, 
although expenditures have been great- 
er, the government would come out 
with an excess of receipts over dis- 
bursements for the current twelve 
months. Receipts has not been figured 
out, but the emergency tax which was 
not in effect during part of the fiscal 
year, 1915, and an increase in the use 
of articles subject to other“ internal 
taxation are believed to be responsible. 


KITCHENER APPEALS 
TO MARRED BRITON 


He Says Army Will Need Them 
Even If All the Single Men 
Are Obtained. 


London, March 16.—The Earl of Der- 
dy in replying to a question in the 
House of Lords today, dealt with the 
recruiting situation, He admitted that 
as time progressed It was evident that 
the reserved upations was the 
cause of the shdrtage in enlistments 
of single men, and he said he was au- 
thorized to state that the minister of 
munitions and the admiralty were con- 
sidering the revision of the Hst of mu- 
nition workers. 

“The cabinet is taking the matter so 
seriously,” he continued, “that I think 
they will secure all the single men they 
require for the army.” 

Later on during his remarks he said: 

“To disorganize munition work at 
present by withdrawing all single men 
might be doing justice to the married 


men at home, but it might de dealing 
death to married and single men fight- 
ing at the front.” | 

Lord Derby announced that women 
were now being provided for munition 
work at the rate of 15,000 every month. 

J cordially indorse all the Earl of 
Derby has done to obtain those men 
whom I have not t slightest doubt 
we shall finally bring in,” said Earl 
Kitchener in addressing the house, “but 
this requires time. In the meanwhile 
we require men to train to meet the 
calculated requirements of the war. The 
married men who have attested should 
realize that even if we obtained all the 
single men we anticipated we should 
secure under the group system and the 
military service act, we shall still re- 
quire a large number of married men 
within the next few weeks. 

“T therefore, earnestly appeal to the 
married men who have attested to place 
their patriotism and the national cause 
before any personal consideration and 
come forward without hesitation and 
join the ranks. The position is an anx- 
ious one, owing to the disappointing 
numbers which have joined for general 
service, but we shall take every step 
we possibly can to secure single men 
and we shall not rest in this endeavor 
until we have secured all the single 
men who cannot really be said to be 
indispensable to the national interest.

ARMY-SCHOOL TRAINING 
OPPOSED BY HARDWICK 


Senator Trying to Block Move- 
ment for Military Instruction 
in Schools and Colleges.

Washington, March 15.—(Special.)— 
Senator Hardwick, of Georgia, has of- 
fered a bill to block the movement for 
the introduction of voluntary military 
training in the schools ard colleges of 
the country, a plan recommended by 
Major General Leonard Wood and other 
military authorities. 

The Hardwick bill would require all 
boys 15 years of age and over who re- 
ceive such training under officers of 
the United States army to be incor- 
porated into the reserve army, be sub- 
Ject to call to suppress disorders inci- 
dent to strikes, and to repel invasion. 
He will address the senate on his bill 
next Saturday. The joker in the Hard- 
wick bill is in section 3. which pro- 
vides: j 

“Section 8. That in case the said sec- 
retary of war determines to grant the 
application of such school or college, 
he shall require such male students, 15 
years of age and over, who are to re- 
ceive the benefits of the training herein 
provided, to sign such papers as he may 
prescribe and determine, agreeing and 
obligating to enlist as a part of ſthe 
reserve forces of the. United States 
army for and .durine the term of their 
connection with such school or college, 
including vacations, and in no event for 
less than twelve months. 

“Such students shall not be subject 
to active militarv service, except in 
connection with eir training, and ex- 
cept in connection with ‘such mobiliza- 
tions as may be had during school va- 
cations, for which latter service * 4 
shall be id at the same rate that of- 
ficers and men in the regular army of 
ne reas desea gradés and ranks are 

aid: 

* “Provided, That in the event the Unit- 
ed States becomes engaged in war, or 
it should become necessary to use 
troops to repel invasion, suppress in- 
surrection or maintain peace and order 
under the constitution and laws of the 
United States, then the president of 
the United States is authorized to call 
into active military service the whole 
or any part of the reserve forces herein 
provided for a period not to exceed 
twelve months.”
